That he will appoint ſix Gentlemen, who have 
not appeared in the unhappy Diſturbances, either 
as an Inſulter or Proſecutor, to meet fix others of 
the ſame Sort, appointed on the Part of Mr. Plo- 
mer, to meet at Twelve o Clock To-morrow Morn- 
ing. at Simpſon's Room, to determine finally in the 
preſent Conteſt for Maſter of the Ceremonies, and 
the Diſtribution of the Money ; that Sir Robert 
Hildhard be the caſting Voice and Chairman, and 
that both Candidates ſhall reſign all their preſent 


Pretenſions, and ſubmit to the Determination of 
the above Gentlemen. 


Anſwer.—Agreed to unanimouſly; provided it be 


underſtood (as Mr. Loftus explains the Propoſals) 
that Mr. Brerelon and Mr. Plomer reſign all Preten- 


ſions to the Office of Maſter of the Ceremonies, and 


that Mr. Wade be appointed to that Office, 


Many 
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Many Objections were made to theſe Propoſals 
by the Friends of Mr. Plomer ; in particular Sir. R. 
B——8d obſerved, that he could make no Objec- 
tion to the Perſon of Sir Robert Hildyard ; but that 
it was a very unuſual Thing for one Party in a Re- 
ference to name an Umpire. 


Another Gentleman obſerved, that as the two 
Points of Mr. Plomer's and Mr. Brereton's Abdica- 
tion, and Mr. Wade's Succeſſion, were generally a- 
greed upon, there remained only one Particular in 
the Propoſal to be ſettled, viz. the Quantum of 
Money to be given to each Candidate : That as 
Mr. Plomer had conducted himſelf thro' the whole 
Affair like a Man of Honour and Moderation; he 
propoſed, therefore, the Money ſhould be divided 
equally between the two Candidates ; and then the 
Inſtitution of any Committee would become quite 
unneceſſary. 


To this Mr. Loftus replied, that he could only 
anſwer for himſelf, but could not engage for his 
Conſtituents. Mr. Fuller added, that they had ob- 
tained the foregoing Propoſals with ſome Difficulty, 
and that he could not be anſwerable for any Amend- 
ment of them, 


Mr. G——-r declared, that had the Propoſals 
been offered without the Explanation of Mr. Lo/- 
tus, he doubted not but every Gentleman would 
have voted for the returning them without any An- 
ſwer :—And in general it was obſerved, that Sir 
Robert Hildyard was eſteemed a Man of ſo much 
Honour and Impartiality, that Mr. Plomer's and 
Mr. Wade's Friends might ſafely rely upon any 
Committtee where he preſided. The Propoſals there- 
fore, as above, were generally agreed to, 
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April 14, 1769. 
T* Committee having this Day, according to 


pointment, met to take into Conſideration 
the N of Mr. Brereton, aſſented to by the 
Friends of Mr. Plomer, have come to the following 
Reſolutions: 


Reſolued, — That it is the Unanimous Opinion of 
this Committee, and their moſt earneſt Requeſt, 
that Sir Robert Hildyard do immediately fend a Meſ- 
ſenger to requeſt the Attendance of all, or as many 
of the Gentlemen as can be immediately met with, 
who have had any accidental Part in the very un- 
happy Miſunderſtandings of the Public Rooms, in 
order to recommend to them in the moſt ſanguine 
Manner, that they will give their Aſſent to the 
dropping of all Proſecutions that have been ſet on 
foot. in order that an entire Reconciliation may be 
eſtabliſhed between the Company at Bath, and that 
the moſt deſirable End of univerſal Harmony may 
be eſtabliſhed,
